In this generous action he follows the lead of J. P. Morgan, ivho 
gave his house in London, inherited from his father, as an em- 
bassy for the United States. 


So hereafter the housing problem of our ambassadors at the 


tivo principal diplomatic posts will be solved. AVhat about the 
others" As a rule our representatives at London and Paris 
especially are rich men. Every ambassador under present con- 
ditions lias to be pretty well provided with this world's goods, 
since his salary rarely does more than pay his house rent. This 
question of providing homes for United States ambassadors and 
ministers has been long discussed with no definite results. Fre- 
quently men eminently fitted for diplomatic sen-ice have been 
suggested for appointment, and .then have been compelled to 
decline office on the ground of comparative poverty. Men who 
serve otir country abroad should not have to go down into their 
pockets to make up deficiencies due to their .inadequate pay. 


Objections to the gift of houses for embassies by wealthy 


citizens have been made on the 
ground that our government 


Svas thus placed in the role of a pauper receiving alms. But_if. 
congress cannot be induced to make the necessary appropria- 
tions, it is better to have the burden on our diplomatic rep re-' 
Bentatives thus relieved than to have them bear it. Perhaps con- 
gress will be shamed into providing suitable diplomatic homes 
at the chief capitals, as good ones, at, least, as those in which 
Siani and Mexico and Persia house their representatives abroad.
